EMULATION DESIRED, NOT COM- 
PETITION. 


Ir competition were confined to simple 
emulation, we should have in its effect 
upon life insurance a much healthier tone 
pervading the business; but it unfortu- 
nately happens that the eagerness to ob- 
tain success often descends into a desire 
for the depreciation of rival institutions. 

Much evil is the result, as the business 
@epends greatly on public confidence; and 
@ breath of slander against even the most 
successful company not only reacts upon 
‘the source of its oricis, but involves the 
whole system in an atmosphere of doubt. 

These remarks are suggested by what 
appears to be a settled purpose on the 
part of some insurance men to attack any 
effort that may be made to introduce new 
and progressive schemes, however well 
conceived and endorsed by scicnce. It 
seems to be forgotten that the world cannot 
stand still, and that the wants of man cannot 
be confined to an existing order of things. 
Life insurance must advatice, in common 

with other enterprises, and its avenues of 
improvement be opened up, with the same 
useful results as have attended the electric 
telegraph or the rapid increase of our rail- 
road system. The institution is not alux- 
try, but a want; and we receive with ac- 
clamations the energy of any corporation 
who has the wisdom to perceive this fact, 
and the energy to frame new forms, more 
suitable to the requirements of the age. 

We need do no more than refer to the 
history of the old Equitable Society of 
England to see what progress bas been 
made in the system since that company 
was first established, more than one hun- 
rea years since. Its record shows the 
most important changes in its plan of 
business. Based, as it was, on the then 
existing tables of mortality, it was soon | 
@iscovered that its charges for. insurance 
were higher than were necessary. Other 
companies sprung into existence, with the 
most successful results, who at once offered 
better terms, setting an example to the 
parent institution, who gracefully  fol- 
lowed, without any attempt to decry its 
younger competitors. This should be onr 
course here; and, if new plans and new 
ideas are started, they should be fairly 
eanvassed, and not made the subject of 
attack by those who seem to fear the 
responsibility they would assume. : 

A reflecting publig will, we feel assured, 
recognize this fact; and any lite inswrance 
company that comes forward and boldly 
takes a step in advance in the further- 
ance of a science which may yet be in its 
infancy will mect with a just appreciation 
@fits efforts and the largest share of patron- 
age from the community.

SYSTEM.

“States with the postal system.” In regard

pose that the Government shall in the first 
instance acquire the ownership of all the 
telegraph lines now in operation.

hence avoids the objection growing out of 
the cost to the Government, if it were at 
once to purchase all the exisiting tele- 
graph lines, while securing the double ad- 
vantage of private enterprise and gover;,. 
mental control, and reserving tg the Gov- 
ernment the right of purchase at its 
pleasuré. There is no real weight in the 
objection that such a system might be 
made a political machine, to be used for 
partisan purposes. This can be guarded 
against by the ‘previsions of Jaw; and, 
moreover, if the civil service reform, on 
which President Grant has set his heart, 
should prove a success, it will of itself 
entirely dispose of the objection. Those 
who are opposed to the system of postal 
telegraphs because the President has 
recommended it—and some such there 
seem to be—reason simply as parti- 
sans or the personal enemies of General 
Grant. In cither cise their objections 
spring from political or personal hostility, 
and should be so treated. The question 
is one of great public interest, and ought 
to be regarded by all parties, independ- 
ently of partisan politics or mere preju- 
dice. The people are to be immensely 
benefited by the success of the scheme; 
and this is a sufficient reason why some 
plan contemplating the end should be 
tried. If anything can be invented better 
than the bill before the Senate, then let us 
have it; or, if this bill can be improved, 
then so be it. The thing to be done is to 
do the thing in some way. We care less 
aboyt the way than the thing itself, desir- 
ing in the meantime to have the best way 
adopted. It is possible that the President 
is in advance of public sentiment on this 
question, as he was in respect to San Do- 
mingo; but he will not be so long, in re- 
gard to either point. 








RESTRICTIONS ON SAVINGS 
BANKS. 


A BILL has been introduced by Mr. 
Foley into the legislature of this state for 
the purpose of giving greater security to 
the depositors in savings banks in New 
York and Brooklyn, The main features 
of ihe bill are a8 follows: re 
‘Savings banks to do no other business 
than that of receiving deposits from 
tradesmen, clerks, merchants, laborers, 
and others, and no deposit to exceed 
$5,(00. Loaus shall be made only in Goy- 
ernment securities, or public stocks created 
under laws of the Yniteg States or an 
state of the Uniod, dr in siocks Sr bonds 
of towns, cities, and counties authorized 
to be issued by the legislature of this 
state, or on bonds secured by mortgages 
on unincumbered real estate—New York 
or Brooklyn+-the amount of the security 
to be at east double the amount loaned. 
But no such loans shall be made on the 
stock or. bends of any state the market 
velue of whieb shall be less than par, ex- 
cept by a vote -of two-thirds of all the 
trustees or directors of the bank. Any 
violation of these provisions {to subject 
the ofticers of the bank to the penalty of 
a misdemeanor. No savings bank to be 
allowed to declare adividend of more than 
six per-cent., except where there is a 
surplus fund* above all liabilities, and in 
that case the excess over six per cent. to 
be taken from ‘such surplus fund. No 
trustee or other officer to receive any pay 
or emolument, the president excepted.’

MONEY MARKET. 


Tne last week closed with a rather un- 
favorable outlook in financial affairs. The 
“‘war flurry,” occasioned by the dissatis- 
fied tone of the London press in relation 
to the Washington Treaty and our claims 
for ‘‘consequential damages” growing 
out of the ‘‘ Alabama’s” depredations, and 
the declaration of the British premier, on 
the opening of Parliament, to the effect 
that England would not consent to an ar- 
bitration on such claims, alarmed Wall 
Street toa certain extent, though no in- 
telligent person entertained a thought of 
war; and the “bulls” of the Gold Room 
succeeded in putting up gold to 1108, while 
the “bears” on the Stock Exchange suc- 
ceeded in depressing prices about 2 
per cent. on the leading speculative 
stocks, Money was easy enough at 7 per 
cent, on call during the week; but the 
bank statement on Saturday showed so 
large a loss of specie that, notwithstand- 
ing there was an increase in greenbacks, 
the legal reserve was down to about $5,- 
800,600 only above the required 25 per 
cent. This caused some apprehension 
among the cliques of a tight money market; 
aud the market was weak at the com- 
mencement of operations, and so continued 
through the day on the whole list of 
speculative and investment securities, 
with the exception of Toledo and Wabash 
Railroad shares and South Carolina 
bonds. Wabash sold steadily, closing at 76} 
and 76} 8,8. The cause of the steadiness 
in this stock is that Daniel Drew is hold- 
ing it up; and he and his friends, with 
their vast meat, Gd cahy the whole 
stock of the company, and put the price 
as high as they choose. What they will 
do init we are not prepared to say; but 
while it is for their interest to keep it up 
they will not let the price go down. Uncle 
Daniel, as he is called by the irreverent 
stock speculators, has generally been a 
“bear” operator in stocks. But itis said that 
he has been taking lessons of Commodore 
Vanderbilt lately, and has come to the 
conclusion that in a young and growing 
country it is the safest rule to keep on the 
“bull” side; and in this he but adopts the 
rule which has enabled Stewart, Vander- 
bilt, Astor, and a few more, who, because 
they have been sensible, are called fortu- 
nate, to become millionaires—not million- 
aires in their vast accumulation of wealth 
alone, but millionaires in their incomes.

‘miles of the telegraph lines. 2. It fixes 
uniform rates of charges, reducing them 
below the present rates. 3. It assigns the 
supervision of the telegraph lines to the 
Fourth Assistant Postmastcr-General. 4. 
Jt authorizes the Postmaster-General to 
‘contract for the transmission of telegrams 
at the rates specified with parties who will 
egree to furnish and opcrate the neces- 
sary lines of telegraph. 5. It incerpor- 
tes a Postal Telegraph Company for the 
performance of the service, authorizing 
the company to buy existing lincs, and 
obliging it to purchase all such lines, if re- 
quized by the owners thereof, at an ap- 
ed value; and also authorizing it to 
open lines wherever the wants of business 
may require, while reserving to Congress 
the right to purchase. these lines at any 
atan appraiscd value, and also the 

right to alter or amend the act. 6. It-pro- 
ides against tampering with telegrams, 
and makes them privileged communica- 
tions, as private letters. 
Such is thesubstance of the bill now before 
the Senate, approved by all the members 
of the committee from which it emanates. 
Wi undertaking to decide whether 
Gbie bill is the one best adapted to the end, 
‘we have no doubt of the general fact that 
the end itself is highly desirable, and that 
ére long public sentiment will, if it does 
not now, heartily concur with the Presi- 
dent's view on this subject. Telegraphing 
Ys simply a quick mode of transmitting in- 
formation ; and hence it properly belongs 
to the postal system. We see no reason 
why the Government should not use this 
method, either by owning the telegraph 
lines or by contracting with their owners, 
fust.as it uses the slower mode of the rail- 
way, the steamboat, or the stage coach. 
‘Phere can be no doubt as to its constitn- 
Yional right to do so, even exclusively, un- 
der its gencral post-office power. 
The idea, moreover, is by no means an 
untried experiment. Its practicability and 
advantages have for a series of years been 
thoroughly tested in most of the conti- 
nental countries of Europe. Sweden, 
Norway, Russia, Bavaria, Italy, Turkey, 
Greece, Spain, Switzerland, Belgium, the 
‘Netherlands, Prussia, and France make 
the telegraph a part of their postal sys- 
tew.

Most of these provisions are very well 
so far as they go; yet the legislature ought 
not to content itself with any such patch- 
work system of law-making on this sub- 
ject. The laws of the State of New York 
in regard to savings banks are indeed 
little else than mere patch-work—here a 
little and there a little—without being 
digested into a comprehensive system of 
legislation, applicable to all the savings 
banks in the state. There are a few 
general statutes in relation to theee insti- 
tutions; yet the great body of the laws 
must be sought in special charters granted 
from time to time by the legislature, 
generally acting under lobby influence. 
The subject ought to be placed in the 
hands of a joint committee of the two 
houses, or a special committee created for 
the purpose, charged with the duty of 
thoroughly examining the whole question 
in all its aspects, and then framing 8 
general law for the organization 
and regulation of savings banks, 
that shall correct existing evils, and 
more effectually protect the interests 
of the depositors. It is hardly pos- 
sible to have a looser system than the one 
that now exists under the theory of special 
charters. These charters are usually 
framed for the legislature, and then 
adopted without proper consideration. 
Very few of the members have any knowl- 
edge of the matter about which they are 
voting. The pregnant source of either 
positively bad or grossly defective legisla- 
tion is the special charter system, which, 
while contrary to the spirit, if not the let- 
ter, of the constitution of the state, may 
be justly described as a lobby mill to grind 
out savings banks to order. 


ings banks, presented an elaborate and 
well-digested plan of a general law on the 
subject; yet the legislature did not adopt 
it, or substitute anything better for it. In 
1869 the legislature, at the suggestion 
and recommendation of Governor Hoff- 
man, passed an act providing a definite 
process to be complied with in the organ- 
ization of savings banks, and adapted to 
restrain the wholesale system of hatching 
these institutions by special charters, as 
hitherto practiced. The law is a good 
one, and yet subsequent legislatures have 
paid almost no attention to it in granting 
charters. Indeed, they have so generally 
violated its provisions that the Bank Su- 
perintendent felt constrainé to recom 
mend either the observance of fhe repeul 
of the law. 

The plain truth is, the legislature of the 
State of New York has not seen fit to 
construct a sound, safe, and properly con- 
scrvative system of legal machinery for 
the organization and management of sav- 
ings banks. The directors of these insti- 
tutions have been trusted as if they were 
angels, clothed with large powers, without 
any responsibility for mismanagement or 
even fraud. The time has fully arrived, 
as shown by the evidence of stern facts, 
when this loose and shabby dispensation 
should come to an_end. We want no 
more patch-work. We have had quite 
enough of this already. The wonder is, 
not that some savings banks have failed, 
but that they have not failed by the doz- 
ens. Let us now bave a general law, that 
will regulate the whole system by the 
most stringent rules, that will confine say- 
ings banks to their normal functions, and

BREADSTUFFS.—There has been a fair 
degree of activity and more firmness in our 
Flour market during the past week. The fall- 
ing off in the receipts and the material reduc- 
tion in ourstock here have induced a more 
gencral local and consumptive demand, and, 
with an advance in gold and higher prices of 
Wheat, holders have had a decided advan- 
tage. A large business has been done in: the 
low and medium grades, at a farther advance, 
and we find the stock of Shipping Extras is 
very light. These have been taken to a lim- 
ited extent for Europe. At the prices cur- 
rent for No. 2 Spring in the interior it is evi- 
dent that millers operate at a great disadvan- 
tage. Family grades have sold more freely, 
and in come brands an advance has been es- 
tablished. The close is fairly active and firm. 
4 The sales of the week were 62,700 barrels and 
the exports 22,641 barrels. The firm and con- 
fident feeling that distinguishec our Wheat 
market the week prior to our last has since 
been more apparent. The limited arrivals, 4 
further reduction in stock, a decline in freixnts 
have viven bolders a marked advantage, aud 
many are reluctant to sell freely at the ad- 
vanee, The stock here has been reduced to 
about 3,000,000 bush., and the prospects are 
that it will soon be exhausted.
